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Poignant trip takes 
OAP to dad’s grave 

1 missed him as a boy and I miss him 

as an old man’ says 95-year-old Donald

AN ELDERLY man has been 
taken on a pilgrimage to see for 
the first time the grave of 
the father he lost during World 
War One. 

Donald Overall, 95, from Orpington, was 
only four years old when his father was killed 
while fighting in France and had never visit¬ 
ed his grave. 

Mr Overall was escorted to a military 
cemetery near Arras where his father Henry 
- known as Harry - is buried. 

On seeing the grave, he said: “It’s my dad. I 
never thought he’d be so lonely as he is. And 
I miss him, I missed him when I was a boy 
and now I miss him as an old man. 

Leave 

“The first time he carried me upstairs to 
bed I was on his shoulder and was only a boy, 
a baby I was four years old the last time I 
saw him, this is the next time. I could smell 
his tobacco and his army uniform. I’ve never 
forgotten it, I never will.” 

Mr Overall only remembered seeing his 
father once before when he arrived home on 
three-day leave shortly before his death. 

He said: “I remember my father coming 
home on leave and he used to sit me on his 
instep, and I used to hold and he used to rock 
me up and down on his leg. And hold hands 
and things like that now, rocking me up and 
down and his army uniform. 

“I remember him being a tall man. To me 
he was everything, he was a man that I

wanted to be like.” 

Mr Overall was one of thousands of chil¬ 
dren left without a father after the war. 

His story features in a BBC4 documentary 
to be broadcast today at 8pm entitled What 
Did You Do in the Great War, Daddy?

for us to join them as they live with 
the loss of those they loved. 

“For those who have served it is a 
chance to remember lost comrades 
and to receive the thanks of the 
nation for their service.” 

Soldiers from Kent’s county regi¬ 
ment, The 1st Battalion The 
Princess of Wales’s Royal Regiment, 
are due to hold a Remembrance 
Sunday service today on the 
Falkland Islands - 25 years after 
the war with Argentina. 

Elsewhere, soldiers from 
Maidstone-based 36 Engineer 
Regiment and the 1st Battalion The 
Royal Gurkha Rifles, which has its 
regimental headquarters in 
Folkestone, are in action against the 
Taliban in Afghanistan. 

The total number of UK troops 
killed in operations in Iraq passed 
170 last month. So far this year, 
nearly 60 UK servicemen and 
women have died on operations. 

As well as the 25th anniversary of 
the Falklands War, this year marks 
90 years since the horrific Battle of 
Passchendaele in World War One. 

The Armed Forces Memorial, 
which opened this year in 
Staffordshire, records the names of 
some 15,500 people killed on duty or 
as a result of terrorist action since 
the end of the Second World War.

HOUSE RENOVATION? 
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Kent Police officers post themselves on popular website

SOME people use Facebook to get 
in touch with old friends, make 
new ones or find love. 

Others use the social networking website to 
show-off, boast, declare their allegiances and 
send silly messages. 

It appears officers and staff at Kent Police 
use it for all those reasons - and more. 

Hundreds have joined Facebook groups, 
including one entitled Real Heroes Wear 
Kent Police Uniforms. 

The group’s introduction boasts, ‘We defend 
the innocent and good, we stand up in the 
face of evil and punch it - we spit in the face 
of discrimination. We are Kent Police, viva la 
Kent Police. Viva forever!” 

Given the force’s stance on discrimination, 
it is puzzling to see that on the home pages of 
Sergeant Stephen Callow and PC Aaron 
Wilkins they have pledged their support to 
the cause ‘Stop Ugly People Breeding’. 

Sgt Callow’s site also pledges his support 
for the ‘Foundation for the Protection of 
Swedish Underwear Models’, and reveals his 
‘stripper name’ to be Christi Glitterhooter. 

Religious 

On another page, officer Jim Emphett has 
uploaded photographs of the injuries inflicted 
on him in the line of duty by someone with a 
catapult. 

His profile read: “Jim Emphett is sporting 
two black eyes a broken nose and loads of 
swelling after being shot in the face - I love 
my job!” 

On another, Bill Betts describes himself as 
a ‘rozzer’ whose job description is “Catches 
the scum of the Earth”, while his favourite 
activities include ‘Bare-Knuckle Fighting’. 

On his site, Jack Owen lists his interests as 
“Drinking, playing football in Leyburne 
Village Ghetto, and now beating down crimi¬ 
nals with 21 inches of pure aircraft steel!” 

Elsewhere, David Oates’ site is illustrated 
with a picture of Simpsons character Police 
Chief Wiggum saying “I’m a public servant, so 
I’m not permitted to use my judgement in 
any way”, whereas Will Purse’s has a picture 
of Cartman from South Park dressed as a 
policeman.

Kent Police would not comment on individ¬ 
uals using Facebook, but a spokesman did 
issue the following statement: “There is a 


community within Kent Police which has 
been extended on the website Facebook. 

“All officers and staff are expected to uphold 
exemplary standards of professionalism and 
conduct as part of our Kent standard. 

“Any use of police time that is found to be 
inappropriate and any breach of force proto¬ 
col is not acceptable and will be investigated.” 


Force is very 
animated 
over Fuller’s 
screen saver 

A KENT Police employee landed 
himself in hot water after posting an 
animated screen saver of Chief 
Constable Mike Fuller on Facebook. 

It featured a still photograph of Mr 
Fuller which had been animated to 
look as though he was talking. A 
voice says: “Hello, the fact that this 
screen saver has been activated 
means that there has been inactivity 
at your keyboard and workstation. 

“Inactivity at your keyboard and 
your workstation means you are not 
doing your job... You’re fired.” 

It was posted on the website by 
civilian communications officer Jim 
Wilde, who promptly took it down 
after an internal investigation was 
launched by the police, he said. 

In a posting on the messageboard of 
the Facebook forum ‘Kent Police - 
FCC’, Mr Wilde wrote: ‘You may 
remember my little video screen saver 
(since removed). Well I am now the 
subject of a formal investigation - 
exactly what there is to investigate 
beats me, and to be honest wouldn’t 
the time be better spent catching real 
criminals? If the Sun newspaper can 
print the Queen’s head on a rugby 
player’s body and get away with it... 
exactly what crime have I committed? 

Mr Wilde told KoS: “To waste time 
on such a petty thing - well, I no 
longer wish to be party to what goes 
on there. I removed the screen saver 
as a matter of courtesy, not because I 
thought it was wrong.” 

Mr Wilde said he had resigned 
from the force and was working out 
his notice period. 

A Kent Police spokesman said it 
would not comment on individual 
internal investigations.

Despite biggest 
tidal surge for 54 
years, flooding is 
ke pt to minimum 

AFTER all the warnings, the heavy flooding 
predicted for Friday thankfully failed to 
materialise. 


But parts of Kent’s coast 
still saw some dramatic 
scenes as sea levels rose by 
close to five-feet on the morn¬ 
ing as a result of a tidal surge 
in the English Channel. 

The Environment Agency 
had warned the surge, which 
was the Channel’s biggest in 
half a century, could cause 
serious flooding across parts 
of north and east Kent. 

Emergency services were 
put on high alert and a ‘gold 
command centre’ set up at 
Kent Police headquarters in 
Maidstone to coordinate a 
response to any crisis. 

The warnings had sparked 
fears that Kent could see a 
repeat of the tidal surge in 
1953 that caused around 300 
deaths when waters swept 
inland as far as two miles. 

Some streets in Deal and 
Sandwich had to be closed 
temporarily, with flood 
waters leaving shingle on 
seaside roads. 

Highways Agency staff 
also used sandbags to pro-

tect property as the River 
Stour breached its banks in 
the centre of Sandwich, 
where an emergency centre 
had been organised by 
police and Dover District 
Council officers. 

And three people, believed 
to be surfers, were taken to 
the Queen Elizabeth Queen 
Mother hospital in Margate 
for checks after being 
helped to safety from the 
sea off the east Kent coast. 

The flood warnings 
remained in place into the 
afternoon, but Environment 
Agency officials said the 
peak tide passed just after 
11am. 

An Environment Agency 
spokeswoman said flooding 
had been avoided because 
the surge did not coincide 
with high tides and strong 
winds. 

She said: “We can’t stop it 
from happening, but we can 
prepare and get people away

THE amount of light and noise 
pollution across Kent has 
increased dramatically in recent 
years, according to new research. 

The Campaign for the Protection of Rural 
England (CPRE) has used new data to 
produce maps showing how much of the 
country is now disturbed by light and noise 
pollution, illustrating the dramatic effect 
towns, roads and other developments have

had on the countryside. 

Tony Patey, campaigns officer for the Kent 
branch of the CPRE, the biggest in the coun¬ 
try, said out-of-town supermarkets, main 
roads and new housing developments were 
to blame. 

He said: “Light pollution is a big thing in 
Kent. We have spoken to all the astronomical 


societies in Kent to ask them if they have had 
trouble from light pollution and they have all 
said yes. It is difficult to see the stars because 
of the light diffusion from urban areas. 

“There is a big difference in light and noise 
pollution in just the last few years, with the 
massive increase in development around here 
and also the increase in traffic. 


“It is something the CPRE is trying to pre¬ 
vent in future.” 

Half of the whole country is now classified 
as disturbed by noise and light pollution, com¬ 
pared with 41 per cent in the early 1990s and 
26 per cent in the early 1960s. 

The main sources of such pollution are 
built-up urban areas, some sections of motor¬ 
ways and main roads with a daily traffic flow 
of between 25,000 and 75,000 vehicles. 

Also responsible are out-of-town shopping 
malls, 24-hour supermarkets, military bases, 
power lines, wind farms and power stations.

Koala crackdown

A COMPANY in Bromley has been fined after 
contaminating a Primark store with asbestos. 

Galamast Ltd had been contracted by 
Primark to strip a former Littlewoods store 
in Bedford of asbestos. The work was bodged 
leading to the contamination of the building 
and around 15-20 people on site. 

Galamast Ltd pleaded guilty at Bedford 
magistrates’ court on November 1 and was 
fined £20,000 as well as ordered to pay 
£16,140 in costs.

THE officer who headed up a 
damning Kent Police probe into 
the original investigation of the 
Stephen Lawrence murder has 
given a cautious welcome to new 
forensic leads in the case. 

Bob Ayling, Kent’s former Acting Chief 
Constable, led a team of detectives who 
uncovered a catalogue of errors by officers 
from the Metropolitan Police. 

This week, it emerged that suspects previ¬ 
ously accused of the racist murder of 18-year- 
old Mr Lawrence could be re-arrested. 

The A-level student was stabbed to death at 
a bus stop in Eltham in April 1993. 

But a court case and private prosecution 
against five men accused of killing him both 
collapsed. 

Now, it is being claimed that forensic scien¬ 
tists have found fibres from Mr Lawrence’s 
clothes that could identify the killers and lead 
to a prosecution. 

Mr Ayling, who has since retired from Kent 
Police, told this newspaper that he was tak¬ 
ing a close interest in the latest twist. 

He said: “The Stephen Lawrence case rep¬ 
resents a watershed in policing, not only in 
London, but throughout the UK. 

“The tragedy of Stephen’s death, a totally 
innocent victim of racist thugs, and the fail¬ 
ure to discover the evidence to prosecute the 
killers, was felt throughout the police service. 

“If new evidence can be used to bring new 
charges then I would be delighted.” 

Mr Ayling added: ‘Mr and Mrs Lawrence, 
who conducted themselves with such dignity 
over the years through their tireless campaign 
for justice for Stephen, deserve to see the killers 
punished for their cowardly and vile crime. 

“I hope they are not going to be disappoint¬ 
ed yet again. I would caution that building a 
convincing prosecution case is still a long and 
hard road to travel.” 

No-one was convicted of Mr Lawrence’s

murder but five men were arrested. 

They were Gary Dobson, Neil Acourt, Luke 
Knight, Jamie Acourt and David Norris. 

Mr Dobson, Mr Knight, and Neil Acourt 
were cleared of murder after a private prose¬ 
cution brought by the Lawrence family col¬ 
lapsed at the Old Bailey in 1996. 

Mr Norris and Jamie Acourt never stood 
trial as the case against them fell apart 
before it reached court. 

The Kent Police inquiry was launched after 
Stephen Lawrence’s parents made a com¬ 
plaint in 1997 to the Police Complaints 
Authority about the handling of the Met’s 
investigation. 

Kent officers found the Met had made a 
series of errors, such as failing to arrest any 


suspects for several weeks - meaning they 
missed the chance to obtain forensic evidence 
from their homes and clothes. 

The Kent Investigation was used and 
referred to extensively in the subsequent 
public inquiry in 1999 chaired by Sir William 
Macpherson. The inquiry accused the 
Metropolitan Police of “institutional racism” 
and led to sweeping changes to the policies of 
public bodies across the UK. 

A spokesman for Scotland Yard said: “As 
the result of a forensic opportunity coming to 
light new DNA samples are being taken from 
individuals who may have come into contact 
with Stephen at the time, or prior to his 
death, such as his family, police officers, 
ambulance and medical staff. The samples 
will be used to eliminate their DNA.” 

Clive Driscoll, a seasoned London detective, 
is investigating the new lead. 

Mr Lawrence’s father Neville, who now 
lives in Jamaica, said of the development: 
“This sounds good. I’ve been waiting for 14 
years, so I won’t get my hopes up, but it 
sounds fantastic news.” 

Eltham MP Clive Efford said: “We’ve had 
these false dawns before from the Met Police. 
I’d rather see action than headlines in news¬ 
papers. 

“I’m obviously hopeful that once and for all 
we can identify those who did murder Stephen 
Lawrence and get closure for the family.”

Welfare top 

Labour and Tories battle for 

the best plan to reduce the 
numbers claiming benefits

T HE Tories are to unveil a 
radical new welfare policy 
aimed at slashing the large 
number of working age 
people claiming benefits. 

It is understood David Cameron is planning 
to deny welfare to people who turn down a 
suitable job - which he hopes will remove the 
concept of entitlement to benefits and reduce 
the number of people living in poverty 
Nearly 5 million people in the UK are on out- 
of-work benefits, which costs the economy bil¬ 
lions of pounds a year. 

In Kent, there are around 90,000 people who 
are dependent on working-age benefits - 
income support, incapacity benefit and 
Jobseeker’s Allowance - costing the taxpayer 
£344.7 million last year. 

The Conservatives want to drastically 
reduce this cost and increase the number in 
work and raise living standards. 

Mr Cameron has looked abroad at models in 
America, Australia and the Netherlands. 

He found inspiration in the US state of 
Wisconsin, which pioneered a revolutionary 
welfare reform programme in the late 1980s. 

Political commentators are billing the 
Wisconsin welfare revolution as “the most 
aggressive and successful welfare reform pro¬ 
gramme the world has ever seen”. 

Poverty 

Greg Clark, the Tory MP for Tunbridge Wells, 
said: “David Cameron rightly looks abroad at 
the success of Wisconsin - a localised welfare 
system where great efforts are made to help 
everyone who can work to do so.” 

The first welfare reform in Wisconsin - his¬ 
torically a left-wing state - was introduced by 
a Republican governor at the end of the 1980s. 
Its founding principle was that everyone who 
could work should do so. 

Jobless people were assessed for work and 
placed in subsidised jobs. If they failed to turn 
up for work, their benefits were docked. 

The scheme resulted in lower benefit rates 
and the money saved was used to fund new 
projects, including the subsidising of childcare 
and commuting expenses.

Other demands were introduced in 
Wisconsin. The parents of truants would lose 
their benefits - to prevent the welfare habit 
being passed on to the next generation. 

By 2001, welfare claimants in Wisconsin had 
fallen by 82 per cent, according to figures quot¬ 
ed by The Spectator magazine. 

Tories believe the scheme worked because 
when welfare stopped offering something for 
nothing, it lost its appeal. 

Fraser Nelson, the right-wing political com¬ 
mentator, said: “The concept of welfare as an 
entitlement, as something-for-nothing, was 
ended for good. There is ample scope for such 
demands in Britain, where one in five children 
lives in a household with no earned income.” 

It was the American left, he said, which 
grasped that traditional welfare was locking 
people into poverty and decided to fight it not 
by raising incomes through benefits but by 
cutting welfare rolls. 

The American political theorist William 
Galston, who was behind many of Bill Clinton’s 
welfare reforms while US President, is said to 
be a big influence on Mr Cameron’s thinking. 

Galston said there were three steps that 
could be taken to escape poverty: finish 
school, get married before having children

and avoid teenage pregnancy. 

American research said of those 
who did all three, only eight per 
cent were poor, while 79 per cent 
of those who did none were poor. 

The Conservative Party has 
been highly critical of the 
Government’s track record on 
welfare policy, saying it has led to 
an increase in people living in 
severe poverty 

In an interview with this news¬ 
paper, Chris Grayling, the shadow 
Work and Pensions Secretary, 
said there were two main prongs 
to the new approach. 

“The first is building a more 
rounded programme of welfare- 
to-work. The Government has 
been nudging in this direction, 
but not far enough. 

if We need to provide adequate 
training, support and mentoring 
to people before they get back into 
work and provide support to peo¬ 
ple for longer after they get jobs. 

“There also needs to be a clear 
requirement and obligation to 
people on benefits. You should be 
working if there is work available. 
You cannot say, Tm not prepared 
to do that job’.” 

Expectations 

If people were not prepared to 
do an available job, they “should 
not expect to carry on drawing 
benefits”, he said. 

So, the Tories say they will 
attach “clear work expectations” 
to benefits in the policy proposals, 
which will be unveiled in detail 
this January. 

The party would use the expert¬ 
ise of the private and voluntary 
sector in getting people back into 
work. And the state would put a 
longer-term focus on supporting 
people once they have found work. 

“Only Jobseeker’s Allowance 
places any real expectations on 
those receiving it,” said a Tory 
briefing paper on welfare reform. 

“But JSA only accounts for 
800,000 of nearly five million peo¬ 
ple on out of work benefits. We 
need to change that balance so 
that people are not just aban¬ 
doned to benefits.” 

Latest figures from the Office 
for National Statistics show there 
were 9.6 million jobless in the UK 
from May to July 2007, including 
1.6 million unemployed and 7.9

million economically inactive. 

Last week the Government said 
there are now 1.1 million foreign 
workers in the UK and there were 
2.7 million more jobs in the UK 
since 1997. 

The Department for Work and 
Pensions said there are more than 
3 million people of working age 
who have been on benefit for more 
than a year; many of these are on 
incapacity benefits. 

The DWP reports that there are 
nearly 3 million households in 
which no-one is working and 1.7 
million children growing up in 
such families. 

In Kent, the county council said 
11 per cent of the total working 
population - 90,000 people - are 
on working age benefits: income 
support, incapacity benefit and 
Jobseeker’s Allowance. 

Nearly half of these - 47 per 
cent - are on incapacity benefits, 
claiming £134.9m in 2006. 

Those on income support - 38 
per cent - claimed £162.7m in 
2006, while 15 per cent claimed 
£47. lm in Jobseeker’s Allowance. 

In combination, they cost 
£344.7m last year. Total welfare 
expenditure totalled £2.1 billion, 
although £1.3bn went on state 
pensions. 

Paul Carter, the leader of Kent 
County Council, described welfare 
dependency as “a very significant 
burden on taxpayers from 
Tunbridge Wells to Thanet”. 

He said the county council was 
pioneering schemes to reduce this 


burden and to help people lead 
“constructive fulfilled lives con¬ 
tributing towards society”. 

Cllr Carter said vocational pro¬ 
grammes were taking place in 
schools to prepare children for the 
world outside of education, along 
with better careers advice and 
getting more post-16s into 
apprenticeships. 

And KCC needed to encourage 
more economic inward invest¬ 
ment in the county to ensure that 
real job opportunities exist after 
apprenticeships are completed. 

“I genuinely believe that if we 
can keep all young people in sus¬ 
tained employment until the age 
of 24, the chances of them revert¬ 
ing to a life of welfare dependency 
will be much less,” he said. 

“In my view, if we get this right, 
there should be no reason why 


any able young people should be 
allowed to claim benefit without 
contributing to society in a con¬ 
structive and meaningful way. 

“To do this, we will need free¬ 
dom and flexibility from the 
Government to allow us to share 
in the benefits of reducing the 
welfare dependency budget.” 

The Government is working on 
its own welfare reforms; the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions recently published a 
Green Paper called In Work, 
Better Off, which set out propos¬ 
als to increase employment. 
Consultation on this document 
finished at the end of October. 

The DWP said its goal was for 
total employment of all working- 
age people and has introduced a 
‘jobs pledge’, which it hopes will 
help employers offer more oppor¬ 
tunities to those who are out of 
work. Single parents in particular 
will be offered more support to 
help them get into work. 

Opportunity 

A DWP spokesman said: “The 
Government is committed to 
achieving a fairer, more inclusive 
society where nobody is held back 
by disadvantage or lack of opportu¬ 
nity. To achieve this, we are tack¬ 
ling child poverty and extending 
employment opportunity to all. 

“We have already made signifi¬ 
cant progress with the introduc¬ 
tion of a series of radical welfare 
reforms to improve the opportuni¬ 
ties for people to work.” 

He said Jobcentre Plus was a 
“world-leading welfare to work serv¬ 
ice” and said the Government was 


helping those on incapacity benefits into work. 

“Together, these reforms have led to a signif¬ 
icant improvement in the performance of the 
UK labour market with more people in work 
than ever before,” said the spokesman. 

“Despite these improvements, much more 
remains to be done. In the next long-term 
phase of welfare reform, we will pursue our 
ambitions of an 80 per cent employment rate 
and of eradicating child poverty.” 

A new pilot scheme introduced last month 
has shown the Government is prepared to use 
the threat of benefits withdrawal in another 
way - to motivate good behaviour. 

Dover District Council is one of seven local 
authorities that will be able to use new powers 
to impose housing benefits sanctions if anti¬ 
social residents disrupt communities. 

Under the pilot, anyone evicted for anti¬ 
social behaviour could have benefits cut after a 
possession order is made.

UNMANNED police spy 
planes could soon be 
patrolling the skies over 
Kent on the hunt for smug¬ 
glers, criminals and erratic 
drivers. 

Kent Police are planning to intro¬ 
duce the lightweight drones, cur¬ 
rently being used by the military in 
Iraq and Afghanistan, by 2012. 

They will be used to patrol the 
coastline looking for smugglers and 
terrorists entering the country in 
small vessels, but Assistant Chief 
Constable Alan Thomas said they 
could also be used to help police 
rural areas, look for careless drivers 
on roads and help with search and 
rescue operations. 

He said: “This is the civilian appli¬ 
cation of what is presently military 
technology 


“At the moment a small vessel can 
be difficult to detect, so this will 
have benefits in counterterrorism, 
as well as in people smuggling. 

“If we wanted to look at antisocial 
driving on the motorway, or for sus¬ 
picious movements in rural areas, 
we could do. 

“The technology is very impres¬ 
sive. If somebody fell overboard from 
a ferry in the Channel the plane 
could carry out a systematic search. 

Weapons 

“They can travel at several hun¬ 
dred miles an hour and the aim 
would be to have one in the air at all 
times.” 

The drones will carry CCTV-style 
cameras, as well as state-of-the-art 
sensing equipment and radar. 

Although the technology already 
exists and is being used in war 
zones, they have not yet been 
cleared for use in the UK by the 
Civil Aviation Authority (CAA). 

Mr Thomas added: “2012 has been 
given as the date that the CAA is 


likely to give the approval for their 
use in civilian airspace, so that is 
the date we are working towards.” 

It is not yet known how much they 
will cost or how many would be used 
by the force. 

They have been developed by 
weapons manufacturer BAE 
Systems, which announced that it 
was working with Kent Police and 
other partners at an aviation confer¬ 
ence in the Hague this week. 

Andrew Mellors, head of civil 
autonomous systems at BAE 
Systems, said: “From 2012 fully 
autonomous unmanned air systems 
could be routinely used by border 
agencies, the police and other gov¬ 
ernment bodies. 

“These systems will be fully 
autonomous so that operators task 
the vehicles and receive the relevant 
imagery and intelligence direct to 
the ground-control station in real 
time.”

Hosing down the 
student radicals

ONE is now a Tory MP in 
Kent. The other is hoping 
to become the next leader 
of the Liberal Democrats. 

Both have always taken their poli¬ 
tics seriously, but back in the early 
1970s they used more unconvention¬ 
al methods to get their views across. 

The journalist Martin Vander 
Weyer last week described a colourful 
protest more than 30 years ago at 
Oxford University involving Julian 
Brazier, now MP for Canterbuiy and 
Whitstable, and Chris Huhne, former 
Lib Dem MEP for the South East. 

The two undergraduates were pit¬ 
ted against each other in a protest to 
create a central student union for 
Oxford University 

In one comer was a long-haired 
Mr Huhne, who is shown in a pic¬ 
ture from the time apparently hold¬ 
ing a bench as a battering ram to 
enter a university building. 

Mr Brazier joined a group of like- 
minded young Tories intent on dis¬ 
rupting the protesters - by drench¬ 
ing them with a fire hose. Fellow 
student Mr Vander Weyer claimed 
Mr Brazier was “running about tak¬ 
ing pictures of us, presumably to 
pass to the authorities”. 

“This is totally untrue,” said Mr 


Brazier, who was chairman of Oxford 
University Conservative Association. 
“I took no photographs of any demon¬ 
stration and certainly never reported 
any students to the authorities for 
demonstrating or anything else. 

“In fact, on that day, a small group 
of Conservatives were indeed active. 
By arranging a fire hose through an 
upper window of New College, we 
were able to soak a large proportion 


LIB Dem leadership hopeful 
Chris Huhne says he would 
make winning parliamentary seats 
in Kent a priority if elected. Mr 
Huhne, 53, said taking seats in the 
county would be crucial over the 
course of two general elections if 
the Lib Dems wanted to enter gov¬ 
ernment.

of the demonstrators, greatly reduc¬ 
ing their number by the time they 
reached their destination. 

“The subsequent sense of humour 
failure among many students left 
me disappointed that the Leftist 
ideas of acceptable direct action 
were so limited in scope.” 

The mirthless ‘Leftist’ students’ 


response, according to Mr Brazier, 
was to take their own direct action 
against him - although Mr Huhne 
was not involved. 

“Chris Huhne, who I always got on 
very well with, was not one of those 
who suffered from a sense of 
humour failure,” said Mr Brazier. 

“It was a bunch of Trots who tried to 
throw me under a bus the next day. 
Fortunately, the driver braked in time 
and I hit the bus but was unhurt.” 

However, when asked about the 
protest this week, Mr Huhne was 
far less lucid about the details. 

“Don’t remember anything about 
that I’m afraid,” was all he said. 

The Lib Dem MP for Eastleigh in 
Hampshire, remembers a little 
more about a controversial article in 
Oxford University’s Isis magazine 
that has come back to haunt him. 
The February 1973 piece declared 
that drugs such as amphetamines, 
LSD and opium should be an 
“accepted facet of our society”. 

Mr Huhne said: “I clearly regret 
the views and I don’t agree with 
those views at all. I was a teenager 
and I’m now 53 and I think all of us 
do tend to move on in life.” 

And Mr Brazier defended his polit¬ 
ical rival. “I do not think views or sto¬ 
ries about undergraduate life should 
affect people’s careers 30 years later.”

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Church blames 
supermarkets for 
farming problems

SUPERMARKETS are squeezing 
the life out of farmers, according 
to a new report by the Church of 
England. 

The Church’s Ethical Investment Advisory 
Group spoke to farmers in Kent as part of the 
research into the report, which claimed price 
pressures from major supermarket chains 
were putting their livelihoods at risk. 

The report stated: “There are many com¬ 
plex reasons for the malaise in British farm¬ 
ing, but the pursuit of cheap food, coupled 
with the skewed buying power of the food 
majors is undoubtedly contributing to the 
difficulties of the sector. 

“The review identifies a number of invisible 
and pernicious practices that the consumer 
is largely unaware of, and which have been 
accepted by farmers as a fait accompli as 
part of the price of doing business. 

“These practices include labelling that 
obscures the country of origin of the primary 
ingredients of some products labelled as 
British but often only processed and pack¬ 
aged here, flexible contract terms that sel¬ 
dom work to the advantage of the farmer, 
flexible payment terms that, subject to arbi¬ 
trary change, have often put farmers to 
increased cost and financial loss, facilitation 
payments, deductions and a range of finan¬ 
cial inducements paid to the retailer or 
processor at the farmer’s expense.” 

It also claims price competition has caused 
a significant reduction in the number of dairy 
herds and is placing remaining dairy farmers 
at “the margins of economic viability”. 

The Bishop of Exeter, Michael Langrish, 


said farmers were reluctant to complain for 
fear they would be boycotted by the major 
supermarkets. 

He said: “As bishops of a church which is a 
major investor in the retail food industry and 
which is also the landlord to many tenant 
farmers, we have a duty to consider the rela¬ 
tionship between these two areas of business. 

“In particular, we need to ask whether this 
relationship is fair and whether it operates 
within what we consider to be the principles 
of Fair Trade. 

“Are human beings being treated with dig¬ 
nity and respect, or is there some exploita¬ 
tion of one group of people for the unfair gain 
of another?” 

The report claims that four major super¬ 
markets, which it does not name, dominate 
the domestic food market with 75 per cent of 
the share and sales exceeding £68 million. 

Pointless 

It also claims the UK spends less dispos¬ 
able income on food, 9.7 per cent, than the 
EU average of 12.9 per cent. 

A spokesman for Tesco, which the largest 
supermarket company in the UK, said it 
would be “counter-productive” for it to put 
farmers out of business. 

He said: “The fact is that if we are putting 
on this squeeze and killing off farmers it 
would be a pointless exercise for Tesco. The 
farming community are our suppliers. 

“If we were really putting the squeeze on 
the farming community and our suppliers in 
that way, how would it benefit us? 

“There are always issues, but you can’t talk 
about the farming industry as a whole. Some 
farmers will supply one supermarket and 
others will supply several.”

key commuter routes into London have 
performed the best with areas in eastern 
Kent under-performing as interest rates 
have driven up affordability pressures. 

“Tunbridge Wells has performed the best 
along with other accessible areas to London 
such as Rochester and Chatham.

Bovis Homes said the recent turmoil on 
financial markets had damaged the 
confidence of potential buyers. 

The company, which is Britain’s fifth- 
largest housebuilder, had weaker than 
expected sales in autumn. 

Bovis, based at Longfield, said its aver¬ 
age price was likely to fall three per cent 
to £178,000 from £184,000 in 2006. 

It also expected to sell fewer than the 
3,123 homes it sold last year.

Road Safety - what’s the point? 


The road safety team in Kent strives to raise 
awareness on a variety of issues, but the main 
aim is simple: to reduce road crash casualties. 

No one wants to become a road crash statistic, 
but some of the driver behaviour seen on our 
roads clearly shows that drivers do not always 
think about the consequences of their actions. 

That’s why Kent Highway Services continues to 
promote road safety and we base our campaigns 
around the following simple facts: 

• Impacts on the road are crashes not accidents 
- they don’t just happen without an apparent 
cause and that cause is usually human error 

• One way to help children to survive childhood 
is to expect adult drivers to act responsibly 
when driving through residential areas 

• When a pedestrian is knocked over it is the 
driver’s speed that will control the severity 
of the impact 

• Impairments like alcohol, drugs and mobile 
phones (even hands free), slow response times 

• Wearing a seat belt can save your life 

• A serious road crash is a life changing event 
for all involved 


This list highlights the general causes of death 
and injury on the roads. More importantly, all of 
these instances reflect a ‘state of mind’ and it is 
generally poor attitude rather than poor skills 
that leads most people to crash. 

Affecting attitudes and behaviour is at the heart 
of work carried out by the Kent Highways 
Services Road Safety education team. 

Some of our work takes place in schools to help 
in the development of life skills such as how to 
be a responsible road user, the principles of 
safer crossing and how using a bicycle can 
contribute to safer driving in the future. 

However, most of our work takes place with adult 
road users - because they are the ones who can 
have an immediate effect on casualty statistics. 

With drivers and motorcyclists being involved in 
virtually all serious road crashes, focusing 
on relevant issues is critical and we’re doing our 
best to raise your awareness of these issues 
through publicity campaigns and media activity. 

Over the last two years we have delivered a range 
of campaigns but most of the messages we provide 
are not new and often represent ‘common sense’. 


Many things contribute 
to ‘road safety’ but education 
has the greatest potential 
to help save lives through 
raising awareness and 
changing behaviour. 

We can’t change anything 
without your help 
though, so please think 
about your actions, 
and their consequences, 
however you use the road.

How our Highway Inspectors 
help look after your roads? 


If you contact us at Kent Highway Services to report a 
problem with the highways, you may be told that an 
‘Inspector’ will be sent out to investigate, but what 
does a Highway Inspector actually do? 

There’s no such thing as a typical day for one of our Highways 
Inspectors, because they have to be very flexible and are 
on duty every weekday. In addition, we have staff on a 
standby system to cover evenings and weekends, to deal 
with any emergency problems and keep the highway safe. 

When they’re not answering emergencies, inspectors 
deal with the programmed inspections of roads and 
pavements in their area, this is monthly for major roads 
and every six months for local roads. These inspections 
are carried out either on foot or by car. 

It’s not just roads that need to be inspected though and 
our teams also check skips, scaffolding, highway 
obstructions and anything else on the road, as part of 
their daily routine. 

Inspectors can be responsible for hundreds of roads in Kent, 
over a diverse area that includes dual carriageways and rural 
villages, as well as densely populated urban towns. They 
regularly meet members of the public, parish and town 
councils, as well as builders and developers to advise 
them on highways issues. 



They also meet with others who use the highway every 
day like utility companies, such as water, gas and phone 
companies, Kent Police and Local District councils. 

Our inspectors are certainly very busy people, 
but they’re committed to keeping Kent’s highways 
and pavements safe.

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Hunters meet 
in spite of ban

MORE than 200 hunt supporters 
and followers gathered for the 
East Kent Hunt’s third annual 
meet since the introduction of the 
2004 Hunting Act. 

The hunt met at Honeychild Farm, St 
Mary-in-the-Marsh, last Saturday 

Hounds chased the trail left by a fox-scent¬ 
ed rag dragged by a small team of supporters. 

Nick Onslow, a hunt supporter, said the 
crowd was confident it was only a matter of 
time before the Hunting Act would be 
repealed. 

He added: “The Hunting Act has but one 
success - it’s failed the class warriors 
because we’re still here; it’s failed the animal 
rights people because more foxes are shot but 
it has succeeded in drawing together more 
support for hunting - support that will work 
in the next election for candidates who will 
support the inevitable repeal.” 

Mr Onslow also hit back at calls from Ann 
Widdecombe to bring in fully licensed moni¬ 
tors with the responsibility of filming and 
exposing illegal hunts to help enforce the ban 
on hunting with dogs. 

The MP for Maidstone and the Weald said 
she would talk to Government ministers and 
ACPO to work out how the ideas could be put 
into force. 

Mr Onslow asked: ‘Would you support a

proposal for one of the fringe, racist political 
parties to be licensed to police immigration?” 

He added: “The assertion that packs are 
openly flouting the law is unsupported. 

“All packs liaise with the police and advise 
them of where and when they will be meet¬ 
ing to chase a trail or to hunt within one of 
the legal exemptions - hardly the action of 
deliberate law-breakers.”

Arrests as police break up rave 


MORE than 50 police officers armed with 
batons and shields broke up an illegal rave on 
a farm near Sttingbourne. 

Three people were arrested after the inci¬ 
dent at Endings Wood at Torry Hill Farm near 
the village of Kingsdown in the early hours of 
Sunday morning. More than 300 revellers are 
believed to have attended the outdoor party. 

Some of the revellers are reported to have 
alleged police brutality, claiming officers were 
punching and kicking “indiscriminately”. 


A Kent Police spokesman said: “Police 
equipped with protective equipment requested 
that people leave the private land. Most people 
complied with the requirement. Several people 
refused, despite repeated requests and having 
been given ample opportunity to leave. 

“Officers, originally in flat caps, came under 
missile attack and dogs were deployed to clear a 
space in order that they could equip themselves 
and put helmets on. Some of those present were 
punching, spitting, and assaulting officers.”

A NEW nuclear power station in 
Kent came a step closer to reality 
this week after the Government 
unveiled new legislation. 

The draft Energy Bill announced in the 
Queen’s speech at the opening of 
Parliament looks likely to pave the way for 
a new generation of nuclear power stations 
to be built by private companies in the UK. 

Martin Pearce, spokesman for British 
Energy, the company that runs the 
Dungeness B power station, said it is look¬ 
ing at the possibility of building a 
‘Dungeness C’ and was hoping to carry out 
a full site assessment next year. 

Mr Pearce said: “The Government will 
decide it wants to build ‘X’ amount of 
nuclear power stations. 

“What it wants is for the private sector to 
fund, build and decommission them. 

“We are keen to play a major part in the 
new builds. We own all of the newer stations 
and on top of that we also own lots of land 
which was originally earmarked for nuclear 
power stations years ago. Dungeness could 
be used for a new build. We’d be talking 
about a potential Dungeness C.” 

Dungeness A was closed at the end of last 
year, whereas Dungeness B is due to be 
decommissioned in 2018. 

Strategy 

Mr Pearce confirmed that Dungeness C 
would be a new station built on land near¬ 
by, and would not involve reopening A or 
keeping B open. 

Nuclear waste from Dungeness is cur¬ 
rently disposed of in Sellafield in Cumbria, 

He added: “If you look at the record with¬ 
in the UK, we’ve been using nuclear power 
for more than 50 years, and we have 
demonstrated that we have done so safely. 

“We are looking for clarity from the 
Government in terms of what is expected of 
the private sector. As a country or a region 
the UK doesn’t have a clear strategy for 
how to deal with radioactive waste. We 
would want there to be one site for this.” 

The prospect of a new nuclear power sta¬ 
tion in the county met with disapproval 
from green campaigners.

Dr Caroline Lucas, Green Party MEP for 
the South East, said the Queen’s speech 
“effectively gives the green light to private 
companies to develop and expand the UK’s 
nuclear sector”. 

She said: “Nuclear power is dirty, danger¬ 
ous and expensive. Energy experts have 
agreed that turning to nuclear as our pri¬ 
mary source of renewable energy is unnec¬ 
essary and irresponsible. 

“The Government has already delayed 
the closure of Dungeness B, demonstrating 
yet again its failure to offer global leader¬ 
ship on promoting safe, renewable alterna¬ 
tives to burning fuels. The Environment 
Agency acknowledges the Dungeness site is 
at risk from flooding - and its location 
makes it susceptible to severe storms as 
‘freak’ weather events occur with increased 
frequency due to climate change. 

“Furthermore, the design of Dungeness 
B’s cooling system was previously called 
into question after cracks appeared in a 
similar system in Hartlepool. 

“Both the site and the radioactive waste it 
produces are prime targets for terrorists 
and the last thing we need is another devel¬ 
opment on site C.” 

Greenpeace anti-nuclear campaigner 
Nathan Argent, from Tunbridge Wells, said: 
“We are against any new build in this coun¬ 
try and we would argue against a third 
reactor at Dungeness. 

“In the UK and Europe we have the best 
natural resources for creating renewable 
technologies such as wave, tidal, heat, geo¬ 
thermal, on and offshore wind farms and 
solar power. We should be looking at much 
cleaner sources of energy.” 

A spokesman for the Government’s 
Department for Business, Enterprise and 
Regulatory Reform said: “Nuclear power 
could and should play a part in the future 
in the context of securing our energy supply 
and our commitment to carbon reduction.”

WHEN is a city not a city? When 
it is a part of Medway, apparently. 

That is the situation in Rochester, which 
until 1998 was a proud cathedral city, and 
which now holds the curious record of being 
the only one in the UK to have lost its status 
and not regained it. 

Of the 66 cities within the British Isles, only 
one now resides in Kent - Canterbury 

Although the title is largely only symbolic 
these days, many in the county would love to 
see it bestowed upon their town, not least in 
Dover which had bids for the status denied in 
2000 and 2002 . 

The conventional wisdom used to be that 
where there was a cathedral there was a city, 
but this all changed after the industrial revo¬ 
lution when urban centres like Manchester, 
Liverpool, Leeds and Birmingham were 
made into cities. 

Sovereigns 

Size is not everything though, as 10 of the 
UK’s cities have less than 30,000 residents. St 
Davids in Wales has less than 1,500 citizens. 

One man who would love to see city status 
restored to Rochester is Alan Moss, chairman 
of the City of Rochester Society and the man 
who discovered it had been lost in the first 
place. 

Mr Moss said: “We lost city status in 1998, 
but no-one actually realised at first. 

‘What happened was at around the time of 
the millennium I was looking at the Home 
Office website and there was a list of the 
cities of England - and Rochester wasn’t on 
it. 

“Under modern terms, in order to be a city 
the area concerned has to be a local authori¬ 
ty in its own right, or have parish status or a 
board of chartered trustees. 

“When it became a unitary authority, 
Medway did not set up a board of trustees, 
and so we lost city status.” 

Mr Moss does, however, believe there is

hope for Rochester yet. 

‘We are researching another avenue,” he 
continued. “According to a paper prepared by 
the Home Office in the 1920s, Rochester is one 
of the small handful of really ancient cities 
which have the status by ‘ancient prescriptive 
right’ - that is, they were never formally 
awarded city status, as were more recent 
cities by formal letters from the sovereign. 

“References to them in extant documents, 
particularly charters granted to them by sov¬ 
ereigns through the ages presuppose that 
they were already cities and had been since 
‘time out of mind’. 

“We hope thereby to show that, in 


Rochester’s case, since it was never formally 
granted, it cannot be taken away.” 

The website www.lovem 3 ftown.co.uk is run¬ 
ning a poll to see which towns in the South 
East people would most like to see made into 
a city, but even online Kent seems to be lag¬ 
ging behind. 

Way out in the lead with 44 per cent of the 
vote is Milton Keynes, while Dover, Medway 
and Maidstone languish with just two per 
cent, one per cent and zero per cent respec¬ 
tively.

Polo team saddle 
up for cycling sport

A BIZARRE twist on Prince 
Charles’ favourite sport is being 
played on Kent’s fields. 

Nick Rogers, from Oakenden near 
Gravesend, is the brains behind the coun¬ 
ty’s first ‘bike polo’ team, the Oakenden 
Pedallers. 

The sport, which was invented more than 
a century ago, is played just like conven¬ 
tional polo, but with the horses replaced by 
bicycles. 

It is popular in France, and Mr Rogers 
helped to organise a major European 
Championships competition in Paris, 
Dublin and York earlier this year. 

The business development officer for 
British Gypsum said: “It is a tough sport 
but anyone can play from any age. We play 
on a pitch the size of a rugby field -1 would 
recommend it to anyone because it’s fun, 
relatively easy and keeps you very fit. 

“We have mixed teams with two husband- 
and-wife sets. My wife Kate plays in goal or 
in defence, and I am often a sweeper.” 

Pint 

The 40-year-old continued: “The French 
are crazy for this sport and are very, very 
good. Some of the French players are able 
to balance the ball on the mallet for the 
whole length of the field. The Irish have 
also been playing years, as have the Scots. 

‘When we dreamed it up a few years ago 
over a pint in the local pub to keep local 
children entertained during school holi¬ 
days, we had no idea it was invented in the 
1850s.” 

The Pedallers import mallets from 
Pakistan, which are made of wood with 
bamboo shaft, and players wear helmets 
and shin pads.

The bike pedals are made of plastic and 
gears covered for safety reasons. 

“Others do wear more protective clothing 
which is a good idea,” said Mr Rogers. 

There is a growing rulebook, now up to 
six pages. 

He said: ‘You can’t ram people or stop in 
front of them, there are rules over light of 
sight of the ball and who has right of way, 
and if you put your foot down, you have to 
go off the pitch and then back on again. 

“Most of them are about safety, because 
you can have some big spills.” 

He said: “This really is for all the family, 
and there are no age restrictions - it’s a 
great keep-fit fun sport. Our core team is all 
around the 40 mark and are more often 
than not mixed.”

Soldiers experience the extremes of the 
Falklands. and they meet the local birds

MORE than 100 soldiers from 
Kent’s county regiment have been 
posted to the Falkland Islands - 
25 years after the 1982 war with 
Argentina. 

The 115 troops from The 1st Battalion The 
Princess of Wales’s Royal Regiment (1PWRR) 
have joined the RAF and Royal Navy for a 
posting at the South Atlantic outpost. 

The soldiers, who have planned a 
Remembrance Sunday service for this week¬ 
end, were previously based more than 8,000 
miles away in Paderborn, Germany 

Brigadier Nick Davies, Commander British 


Forces South Atlantic Islands, said: “The envi¬ 
ronment itself is testing. The weather condi¬ 
tions can be extreme at times and the terrain 
is rugged and demanding to move across. 

“That, combined with the great freedom 
that there is here for exercising pretty well 
anywhere within the islands, provides some 
unparalleled training opportunities.” 

The British Army maintains a permanent 
garrison on the islands. 

The six-week tour will provide the chance to 
train in a ‘light’ infantry role for the soldiers 


from 1PWRR, who are known as the 
Armoured Tigers and more used to working 
with their Warrior vehicles. 

They are expected to be redeployed to the 
Middle East next year. 

It is the first time in the Falklands for 
Private Sean Marsh, 20, from Sidcup, who 
said: “I didn’t think it’d be this windy and it’s 
wetter than I thought - you get all four sea¬ 
sons in half an hour.” 

Rifleman Private Paul Law, 21, from 
Ashford, said: “Despite the very hilly terrain, 


the training has gone very well - it’s more 
realistic than a normal range because you can 
fire in almost any direction, so long as it’s 
safe.” 

The five-day Exercise Cape Bayonet, which 
centred on a live firing package at Onion 
Ranges at the foot of Mount Simon, provided 
a final test for the Kent soldiers. 

Private Daniel Copley, 18, from Deal, said: 
“The highlight has probably been the range 
package that was set up for us - and going to 
San Carlos and seeing the penguins.”

Defence secretary 
says thanks to 
our men in Iraq 

A CORPORAL from Kent who is serving in 
Iraq was among British troops thanked in 
person by Defence Secretary Des Browne 
during last week’s trip to the Middle 
Eastern country. 

Cpl Steve Reeve, 27, from Sidcup, is cur¬ 
rently based in Basra with 4th Battalion 
The Rifles. 

Mr Browne thanked Cpl Reeve and his 
colleagues for the “enormous professional¬ 
ism, commitment and bravery” they have 
shown during their time in Iraq. 

The troops will soon be returning to their 
base at Bulford, in Wiltshire, having com¬ 
pleted their tour of duty. 

The Rifles have been in Iraq since May 
and were based in Basra palace to the 
south of Basra city until September. 

Mr Browne told the troops: “The months 
that 4 Rifles spent in Basra palace were 
among the most challenging and difficult 
faced by British Forces in recent years but 
they performed with distinction, making it 
possible to hand the palace over to the 
Iraqis at the beginning of September.” 

Cpl Reeve said: “It’s been a long six 
months out here but we’ll be home soon. I 
can’t wait to get home but it has been an 
incredible experience. I will have some 
memories of my friends lost but I also have 
good memories of the many good Iraqis I 
have met.” 
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Graves will 
be restored, 
eventually 


A DESECRATED cemetery in Iraq con¬ 
taining the graves of thousands of British 
and Commonwealth soldiers cannot be 
restored to its former glory because the 
war-tom country is “too dangerous” writes 
Jamie McGinnes. 

The Commonwealth War Graves Commission (CWGC) 
will not send staff to the Amara War Cemetery, where 
several Kent troops are buried, because it is not safe. 

In his recent book, Sniper One, Sergeant Dan Mills, of 
the Canterbury-based 1st Battalion, the Princess of 
Wales’ Royal Regiment, described the terrible state of the 
cemetery which he witnessed during his 2004 tour: “It 
was the size of a couple of football pitches, but there was 
very little left of any headstones. Most had been smashed 
into fragments, which had themselves been overgrown. 

“The tall red brick obelisk with a domed black roof... 
had once been its front gate, but was now badly chipped 
by bullet holes and desecrated by Arabic graffiti.” 

The cemetery has 3,704 British and Commonwealth 
graves, among which are soldiers from The Queen’s Own 
Royal West Kent Regiment and The Buffs. Most died in 
the bloody Mesopotamian campaign against the Turks 
and Arabs in World War One. 

Peter Francis, a spokesman for the CWGC, said it is has 
become too dangerous for staff to carry out repairs at the 
site, which is one of several British and Commonwealth 
cemeteries in Iraq, since the Iran-Iraq War (1980-88) and 
the two following Iraq wars. 

Mr Francis continued. ‘What we’ve been able to do is send 
caretakers to a number of locations and we have a local rep¬ 
resentative who keeps an eye on our interests there.” 

There are 12 cemeteries and four memorials in Iraq for 
54,000 Commonwealth Service personnel who died in the 
two World Wars. All are the responsibility of the CWGC. 

Mr Francis said that the CWGC would re-enter Iraq to 
carry out restoration work when the country was safer: 
“We do have a plan, we do have it funded - it’s in there 
waiting to go. As soon as the situation on the ground 
improves we would implement it.” 

Mr Francis stressed that no graves had been disturbed 
and most damage had been caused by Iraq’s “harsh cli¬ 
mate”. 

He added: ‘We’d love to restore the ceme¬ 
teries to a standard befitting the sacrifice of 
those buried or commemorated there. The 
advantage that a big organisation like us 
has is we can take a long-term view.”

He gave the example of a Commonwealth cemetery in 
Beirut, which was badly damaged during the Lebanese 
civil war (1975-1990) but has been restored and is now an 
“oasis of peace and calm”. 

Mr Francis continued: ‘We would hope we would be able 
to do the same in Iraq. It’s our intention to do everything 
we can to get back in and restore these places.” 

The British handed control of the Maysan province, 
within which Amara War Cemetery lies, to the Iraqis in 
April 2007. However, it could be some time before the 
province is safe enough for CWGC staff as there are no 
plans for British forces to re-enter the area. 

The area saw fierce fighting between British troops and 
Iraqi insurgents in 2004 - when Private Johnson Beharry 
famously won his Victoria Cross for outstanding bravery 
on the battlefield.

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1812: The 

unknown 

conflict

THE War of 1812 is one of 
the most fascinating in 
British history, yet remains 
one of the least well known. 

Overshadowed by the Napoleonic 
Wars, it not only guaranteed 
Canada’s independence but defined 
the relationship between Britain and 
America for the next century and a 
half, when there was very little 
‘special’ about it. 

The reasons for the conflict are 
obscure, even today But on June 18, 
1812, President James Madison 
declared war and American 
invasions of Canada in 1812 and 
1813 were repulsed. In 1814, another 
American army was fighting in the 
Niagara peninsula while the Royal 
Navy blockaded the American east 
coast, landing raiding parties to try 
and divert American attention from 
the north. 

In August, the British captured 
Washington DC and burned the 
public buildings. At the same time 
they completed preparations for the 
occupation of eastern Maine with a 
force recently arrived from Europe. 


In two weeks the whole of eastern 
Maine was captured for the loss of 
one man killed and eight wounded. 

Eventually, over 30,000 British 
troops served in Canada, but long 
before Surgeon William Dent 
reached Kingston in August 1814 
with the 3rd (East Kent) Regiment - 
The Buffs - the country around was 
exhausted. “The whole Army now 
regret very much our ever having left 
France,” he lamented. “The people 
are very uneasy and everywhere 
imposition is attempted to be 
practised on us.” 

In September 1814, with peace 
negotiations stalled, a British force of 
more than 10,000 men advanced 
along the western side of Lake 
Champlain into New York State. On 
September 6, tragedy struck at 
Beekmanstown when Lieutenant 
Colonel James Wellington and 
Ensign J Chapman, of The Buffs, 
were killed by a sniper - Samuel 
Terry of Peru, Clinton County, New 
York. But the Army swept aside 
American resistance and advanced 
towards Plattsburgh. 

The Army was supported by a 
Royal Naval squadron on the lake 
and they planned a simultaneous 
attack on the town to take place on 
September 9. As soon as the 
squadron appeared the British

commander, Lieutenant-General Sir 
George Prevost, ordered his land 
assault to begin. The British “dashed 
down a very steep and high bank and 
forded the river like so many fox 
hounds, driving the Doodles before 
them”, their brigadier reported. 

Soon there were four battalions 
across the river ready to launch the 
final assault - one that appeared 
straightforward compared to any 
against the French in Spain - when 
the order came to retire. Three 
months later on Christmas Eve the 
peace treaty was signed at Ghent. 

Napoleon would soon lead his army 
to final defeat at Waterloo - perhaps 
the most famous battle in history - 
ending 22 years of what the 
Victorians called “the Great War”. 
Thus eclipsed, it is perhaps 
unsurprising that, as Canadian 
historian William Kingsford noted, 
events in North America between 
1812-14 were not forgotten in 
Britain, “for they have never been 
known there”.

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Coward’s war 
role - as a spy

NOEL Coward made his 
name as a playwright, actor 
and composer, but one of his 
most important roles was 
much less public. 

The society wit, who sold his home 
in St Margaret’s Bay to James Bond 
novelist Ian Fleming, was himself a 
spy in the late 1930s and during the 
war years. 

The revelation comes in a new 
book, out tomorrow, made up of 
previously unpublished letters. 

It was compiled by Barry Day, a 
Coward scholar who was the first 
person to be given access to the 
letters. 

Mr Day told this newspaper they 
were full of revelations, and showed 
the writer and performer to have 
been a keen patriot. 

“He didn’t get to serve in World 
War One because he had had 
tuberculosis, and when on a training 
march in 1918, when he was 18, he 
had fallen and injured his head. 

“He always felt he’d not played his 
part and he was determined to do 
something.” 

Mr Coward was recruited in the 
late 1930s to report to Sir Robert 
Vansittart in the Foreign Office on 
the mood among Europe’s chattering 
classes, and was later despatched to 
California in 1940 to assess attitudes 
in Hollywood. 

Mr Day added: “The press were on 
to him like a shot, if he went to the 
States on a fact-finding mission they 
accused him of trying to get away

and escape from it all. It upset him a 
great deal.” 

In a letter to a friend in 1940, Mr 
Coward wrote: ‘What I am doing now 
is, to me, even more important than a 
successful play, however well 
written, well directed and well 
played... We are at war in defence of 
all that makes their performances 
possible.” 

Once despatched to America, he 
came across a number of British 
actors that had moved there after the 
outbreak of war. 

In one letter he admitted to being 
“a trifle saddened” by fellow actors 


who had “scuttled off with such 
inelegant haste”. 

In another, sent from Hollywood in 
1940, he wrote: “I have encountered a 
number of people who appear 
sceptical of Britain’s ability to... 
overcome the extreme challenges we 
presently face. I have tried to 
convince them that, though we may 
inhabit a small island, we never have 
been or ever shall be a small people.” 

During his European assignments, 
Mr Coward was sent to a number of 
countries, including Switzerland and 
France. 

From Switzerland in November 
1938 he wrote to Sir Robert: “I 
snooped around a good deal and 
flapped my ears... The Nazi 
propaganda... is very strong but is 
falling on the stoniest of stony 
ground.” 

Precocious 

Whie working in Paris, he wrote: 
‘We have nothing to worry about but 
the destruction of civilisation”. 

As well as detailing his undercover 
escapades in the war years, the letters 
also show how precocious the young 
Coward was. In one letter, written 
when he was just nine years old, he 
uses a number of French words as 
well as adult phrases such as: “It 
really is perfectly heavenly here.” 

Mr Coward lived in Goudhurst 
before moving to a house called 
White Cliffs in St Margaret’s Bay in 
1945. He returned to Goudhurst in 
1951 after selling White Cliffs to Ian 
Fleming.

Mr Zimmerling’s funeral will 
take place at South West 
Middlesex Crematorium in 
Hanworth on November 16. 

The family added: “All friends 
are welcome to share with the 
family the sadness of Richard’s 
passing and the gift of his life. 

“Black colour code dress not 
necessary - colour will be lovely.” 

An inquest into Mr 
Zimmerling’s death was opened 
and adjourned on Monday, 
November 5. Police are appealing 
for witnesses.

Reform overdue 

THERE are around 90,000 people of 
working age in Kent who are on out-of- 
work benefits, costing us £344m last year. 

Some will be genuinely unable to work, 
but many will be claiming benefits because 
they do not want to work; because they 
believe that certain work is beneath them. 

Many hard-working families may ask the 
question: ‘Why should we work so hard to 
pay for hand-outs to lazy scroungers?” 

It is clear we need to reform the system, to 
help people into jobs so they may lift 
themselves out of poverty, lead more fulfilling 
lives and be less of a burden to the rest of us.

Solutions must be loc 

The human cost of the 
welfare system is too high. 
argues MP GREG CLARK 



THERE is no question 
that our welfare system 
is failing to help enough 
people back into work. 

The costs of this failure over 
time are huge, with the 
Government’s own report 
indicating that it can cost them - 
or more accurately you and me - 
around £62,000 to keep someone 
out of work. 

In Kent alone, each year around 
£1.7 billion is spent on supporting 
welfare dependency. 

But the human cost and wasted 
opportunity is even greater. 
Currently almost five million 
people are on ‘out of work’ 
benefits, while the number of 
young people out of work is rising. 

We have the highest number of 
children in workless households 
within the EU. 

Not only does the current 
system fail individuals, it 
undermines the voluntary sector, 
it undermines families and, 
through the New Deal 
programme - which should be 
raising the aspirations - it simply 
provides a ‘revolving door’ for far 
too many young people back onto 
benefits. 

Iain Duncan Smith’s 
groundbreaking Social Justice 
Policy Group made a 
fundamental recommendation for 
change, that “clear work 
expectations must be attached to 
the receipt of benefits for people 
who can work”. 

This must be right. We must 
support people back into work, 


not abandon them to benefits. 
This support must be 
personalised and take account of 
local factors which will help them 
into a job. 

The Social Justice report 
recommended the use of 
voluntary providers to run such 
welfare programmes. 

Similar welfare reform in 
Australia and the United States 
has led to significant falls in 
benefit rolls, saving money and 
giving people a helping hand back 
into society. 

We must draw upon their 
expertise, while linking closely to 
the local education system and 
the work of other local public 
service providers to ensure we get 
maximum benefit from the range 
of public spending in an area. 

Kent County Council’s 
supporting independence 

programme has received national 
acclaim by doing this. By joining 
together local services and 
targeting help on specific groups 
and areas of the county, it has 
increased by almost a third, the 
chances of someone getting back 
into work. By concentrating on 
14-24 year olds and offering new 
vocational opportunities and 
apprenticeships, it is now tackling 


the so-called NEET group - those 
“not in education, employment or 
training”. 

The experience of both KCC and 
organisations like Tomorrow’s 
People led by Debbie Scott - 
deputy chairman of the Social 
Justice Policy Group - in 
providing personalised support 
into work are demonstrating that 
solutions are much more likely to 
be found locally than in central 
government. 

Local solutions are a major part 
of the answer, and in Kent, as 
everywhere, the primary aim of 
any welfare system must be to 
help people into long-term 
employment. 

Nationally, the current system 
rewards providers if they get

unemployed people into jobs for a 
matter of weeks even if they then 
regrettably fall out of employment 
immediately after. We need to 
help people into the world of work 
long-term, providing continuing 
support in that all-important first 
job if necessary. 

Nationally and locally, it is an 
exciting time for welfare reform. 

While it remains a Government 
objective, the publication of the 
Social Justice report and David 
Cameron’s recent interventions 
have brought it firmly to national 
attention. 

In Kent, new work is underway 
and success is already being seen 
in helping people into employment. 
It is simply a waste of the talent in 
our communities that currently 
after two years on incapacity 
benefits, a person is more likely to 
die or retire than to find a new job. 
We cannot patch up such a system, 
it needs change. The human cost it 
generates demands it.

Make' the' wcost out of this Christmas 
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Special support for special needs 


I am writing to congratulate you 
on championing the families of 
many children with special 
education needs (SEN) in 
mainstream schools and those 
attempting to secure statements. 

There is no doubt there are 
major difficulties with SEN 
education nationally, and I hope 
you are able to continue your 
campaign to secure the best 
provision possible in Kent. It is so 
easy to underestimate the 
immense pressures, but the tragic 
headline suicides of two mothers 
in the past year with the deaths 
of their disabled children, 
underline those very real stresses. 

Two brief examples from Kent 
families I have talked to in the 
past week. One set of parents 
went out for an evening for the 


first time in a year, because of the 
difficulty in arranging specialist 
childcare. Another, at their wits 
end, has now been offered one 
night of respite care by social 
services - in two years’ time. 

However, in emphasising the 
problems, we must not forget two 
real achievements of Kent County 
Council. The Special School 
Review has seen a £100m 
investment in replacing or 
improving the 13 district special 
schools, to ensure Kent children 
with profound, severe and complex 
difficulties or severe autism, enjoy 
the best provision possible. 

Further, the SMILE Centre 
concept pioneered at Ifield School 
in Gravesend, is now set to roll out 
across Kent. This provision draws 
on the expertise of special schools 


and offers training to staff in 
mainstream schools, as well as 
assessments, resources 
individually tailored to meet 
children’s needs, and teaching 
expertise going into schools to 
work alongside class teachers. 

Currently, teachers do not 
receive the initial training 
necessary to cater for the variety 
of SEN they will meet, and the 
SMILE provision goes some way 
to covering the gaps. Research has 
shown that for many children 
with SEN, quality support in 
mainstream is the best option, but 
until that is forthcoming within 
all schools, SMILE offers a way 
forward.

Revisit train plans

This alone will 
cancel out any benefits of reduced 
journey times from East Kent. 

I saw no mention of the fare hikes 
and the fact trains on the new line 
will be achieving the sort of times 
commuters had in the 70s. 

There seems to be a failure to do 
any market research on what east 
Kent commuters want. 

Under the plans as they stand, 
they appear to be trying to force us, 
by timetable changes, onto these new 
trains and pay a much higher fare. 

We need a better and faster 
service to meet the needs of the 
market. Faster services should be 
planned that are good for the 
environment and do not place a 
burden on crowded assets like the 
tube and do not stop at Staplehurst, 
Paddock Wood or Sevenoaks.

CHICAGO gangster George Nelson 
was dubbed ‘Baby Face’ and stood 
just 5ft 4ins. 

But he proved to be a ruthless criminal and 
not to be under-estimated. 

It is a parallel that can be drawn with Kia’s 
own ‘baby face’ - the Picanto - a tiny star that 
shows how far and how fast the Korean brand 
has come in just a few years. 

This five-door city car is now the oldest 
model in the ambitious Korean brand’s line-up 
- and it was only launched in 2004. 

Nevertheless, it has received a midlife 
makeover that keeps it at the forefront of 
affordable and reliable motoring; the revised 
model has gone on sale with the line-up still 
costing from just £5,995. 

Robust 

But there are plenty of changes, most notice¬ 
able being front end tweaks that make it look 
more rounded and less twee, with new wings 
and bumper, bigger headlamps and a wider 
grille - the corporate smile already worn by 
the Ceed and Carens models. The rear lamps 
and bumper have been revised too. 

The interior was always robust and logical, 
but this features better materials and design, 
with the smart new steering wheel and inte¬ 
grated CD/MP3 system being tactile reminders 
of the quality hike. 

Model designations have also been jazzed up 
with Ice (manual £6,995, auto £7,795) as the 
trendy label for what should be the best-sell¬ 
ing trim and, as the name suggests, the 
threshold for standard-fit air-con. 

This model was chosen for the new look car’s

debut - the ‘base’ Picanto, Picanto 2 (from 
£6,795) and Picanto 3 flagship (£7,995) are not 
with us until January - and looks unbeatable 
at the price for an all-round package offering 
driving quality and economy with five doors 
plus decent spec with air-con. 

Despite compact dimensions and, therefore, 
a necessarily short wheelbase, the Picanto 
delivers both a comfortable ride and a reward¬ 
ing drive. 

With just 64bhp from the mainstay 1.1-litre 
engine, it is never going to be a ball of fire - it 
takes 15 seconds to hit 60mph - but the car’s 


average of 50-plus mpg is far more relevant in 
this class. 

Those seeking even better economy will also 
be interested in the forthcoming £5,995 entry 
car; the Picanto pure and simple has a 61bhp 
1.0-litre engine capable of averaging nearly 
60mpg and runs on smaller 13-inch wheels for 
lower rolling resistance. 

With further weight-saving measures such 
as having just four seats, this has brought the 
model’s emissions down to just 117gms/km - 
good enough to get into the vehicle excise duty 
band-B and qualify for exemption under 


proposed London congestion charge revisions. 

Kia says the Picanto has been a good 
‘ambassador’ for the brand’s new wave of 
models, claiming 10 per cent of the city car 
market, despite the fact the sector used to be 
dominated by three-door cars. 

That the split has narrowed from 81 per cent 
in favour of three-door cars to 55 in 2006, must 
be attributed largely to ‘baby face’ and its arch¬ 
rival, the Fiat Panda.

ToyotaVerso 


BUYING an MPV will nearly 
always be a reluctant purchase. 

With the possible exception of Ford’s sport¬ 
ing seven-seat S-Max, no amount of tricking 
out with alloys and tweaking engine power 
will make them more than a streamlined box 
designed to cram in people. 

Who, I ask, wants to pay the extra for an 
MPV over a conventional car unless they real¬ 
ly do need more space, versatility and, some¬ 
times, extra seats? 

But some MPVs are better than others in 
style and character, particularly in the com¬ 
pact or midi sector where the Toyota Verso is 
possibly the best all-round buy even if 
Vauxhall’s market clout underpins domina¬ 
tion by the impressive Zafira. 

The Toyota was not always such a star though. 

It started life in 2002, as a five-seat only 
MPV spin-off from the Corolla hatchback, but 
that car was axed in favour of the current 
seven-seater in 2004 after Toyota recognised 
that the older - and uglier - car had been out¬ 
classed by the original Zafira. 

A facelift since then has capitalised on the 
style, versatility and reliability of the current 
Verso.

The car’s looks are not to everyone’s tastes; 
within the constraints of a ‘one-box’ MPV 
design though, I reckon the Toyota and its 
Zafira arch-rival cut more of a dash than the 
other key competitor, the VW Touran. 

The view from inside is equally impressive; 
Toyota has created an interior of distinction 
and quality that probably has more chance 
than most in this class of deferring the 
inevitable “Are we there yet?” whine. 

Our top of the range T180 version was, of 


course, equipped with the ultimate deterrent 
on that front: a DVD system with two separate 
screens on the backs of the front seats, allow¬ 
ing two warring factions in the rear to be kept 
amused and separated. 

The same model also groans with lots of other 
features, not that more standard models are 
found wanting, but what really impresses about 
all Versos is their driving appeal; if you really 
have to buy a high-riding, people-packing box 
like this then it is a consolation when the car can

The Grade II listed building 
dates back to the mid-17th centu¬ 
ry and was originally built as a 
home for the then Duke of York 
and High Admiral James Stuart, 
who was to become the future 
Ring James II. 

The building’s name comes from 
his marriage to Anne, the daugh¬ 
ter of the Earl of Clarendon. 

It opened as a hotel in around 
1845 and is reputed to have been 
a regular haunt for royal visitors.

Disabled deserve a 
league of their own 


Coach to battle the FA to make it hap pen

A FOOTBALL coach is taking 
on the FA in an attempt to 
secure support for an adult dis¬ 
ability league in Kent. 

At present, youngsters with disabilities 
can play football in the Kent Junior PAN 
Disability League up to the age of 16, but 
that is where it ends. 

There is no competitive league after the 
age of 16 for those with disabilities, but 
this could all change if Maidstone Raiders 
coach John Harvey gets his way. 

Support 

Harvey has been gathering support 
around the county for an adult disability 
league for Kent - like in other parts of 
England - and is due to give a presenta¬ 
tion to the FA in Soho Square on 
December 12. 

Harvey said: “For me, setting up of the 
adult section of PAN disability football is 
a very important structure. It is not a 
question of if, but when it will definitely 
be set up in my eyes. 

“I think all nine teams in the junior set¬ 
up will compete in the adult section. We 
also hope to introduce a seven-a-side or 
nine-a-side game instead of the five-a-side 
version currently used for the youths.” 

Last season under the guidance of 
Harvey and his team of volunteers, Raiders 
under-16s were Kent League champions, 
beating Charlton Athletic and Chelsea. 

Most of the members of the side have

now reached the age where they are too old 
to play at this level. With no adult league in 
the county, his players can no longer contin¬ 
ue playing competitively. 

The club has come a long way and in 2005, 
Harvey was recognised for his efforts in pro¬ 
moting disabled football in Maidstone, when 
he was awarded the FA administrator-of- 
the-year award. 

Harvey hopes adults will be given an 
opportunity to compete in a Kent Adult 


Disability League this time next year. 

He said: “The under-16s will be delighted 
they can carry on playing football when the 
adult section is set up. 

“Playing in the adult league will be a dif¬ 
ferent ethos to what they are used to. The 
players will be playing in a much more pro¬ 
fessional environment.”

Kennard raced in the British Formula 
Three last season, finishing sixth in the 
championship. 


On unsafe ground 

Poor state of pitch threatens

THE future of the International 
Hockey Festival is in the balance, 
after Kent and Sussex Regional 
league umpires deemed facilities 
at Folkestone’s Cheriton Road 
ground unplayable. 

The festival celebrated its 100th anniver¬ 
sary last year, but the event has gone down¬ 
hill according to organisers, and no longer 
attracts top-quality hockey sides. 

The event, which is usually held over the 
course of the Easter weekend and is the old¬ 
est festival in the country, is staged at the 
Cheriton Road sports ground. 

It used to attract teams from all around the 
world and in 1988 the Great Britain squad 
arrived to take part in the competition. 

Deteriorated 

There were a number of top international 
teams that used to descend on Folkestone to 
compete in the three-day event, but in recent 
years the number of high-quality teams has 
dwindled, because the facilities are not up 
to standard. 

The festival is organised by Folkestone 
Optimist Hockey Club, who have been using 
the artificial pitch since it was laid in 1987. 

The club claim the pitch has deteriorated so 
badly that league officials have deemed it 
unplayable, and the Men’s 1st XI have been 
forced to play their games at the Towers 
School in Ashford. 

Chairman Steve Shaw said he is concerned 
the club’s other nine teams will be unable to 
fulfill their fixtures, because other teams now 
refuse to play on the pitch. 

He told KoS: “Folkestone Optomists have 
been using the artificial pitch every Saturday 
since it was built in 1987. We pay £100 a game 


to use it, but nothing is put aside by Shepway 
Council for the maintenance of the pitch. 

“The lights are not suitable for league hock¬ 
ey and on top of that, when they are damaged 
they are not properly repaired. 

“For the last 10 years it has been degraded 
to such a level that we cannot play on it. 
Grass is growing through one side of the astro 
turf and the drainage is appalling. When it 
rains it just all cuts up. We are at a point 
where it is difficult to use and when the oppo¬ 
sition refuse to play against there, it could be 
quite difficult to fulfil our fixtures.” 

Shaw expects the festival to go ahead next 
year, but said if there is no upgrade in facili¬ 
ties at Cheriton Road, it will be even harder to 
stage the event. 

He said: “Over the years the level of the 
pitches has just degraded and it has meant 
the festival has become just a social event 
and there is no quality hockey there anymore. 
We have to take money through the bar 
because it is the only way we can survive. 

“The umpires have said it is unsuitable to 
play a high standard of league hockey on. 
There are great objections from our opposi¬ 
tion to play on such a shocking pitch. 

‘We will go ahead with the festival, but year 


on year it is getting harder to bring good 
teams down. We are getting university teams 
and low order teams that are equivalent to 
our 4th, 5th and 6th XI. 

“The hockey festival used to be an interna¬ 
tional hockey event that attracted big teams 
from all around the country. The Great 
Britain squad have played at the ground, but 
there is no way something like that will hap¬ 
pen again on that surface.” 

A Shepway District Council spokeswoman 
said: ‘We recognise that due to the age of 
the pitch there are some problems and we 
have been doing our best to improve the 
situation with remedial work. 

“This has included using a machine to clear 
debris from the surface, which has proved 
quite successful apart from the area along the 
eastern edge. 

‘We are awaiting delivery of a specialised 
power brush to clear the debris in this lower 
area. We will then continue the programme of 
rolling that is proving successful in the cen¬ 
tral areas to alleviate the level problems. 

“Though the replacement of the pitch has 
been highlighted as a priority, this will be very 
costly and we have to look at our options along¬ 
side other calls on our limited resources.” 



Shakey lets Bird fly 
to take to Airwaves 


FORMER British Superbike champion 
Shane ‘Shakey’ Byrne has missed out on an 
opportunity to race in the World Superbike 
Championship next season. 

The Sheppey racer had the chance to race 
for Paul Bird’s new World Superbike team but 
the offer came too late for Shakey, who had 
already signed a new deal on Monday with 
British Superbike giants Airwaves Ducati. 

Byrne raced for Bird’s Stobart Honda team 
last season, but took the decision to move to 
Ducati after a disappointing term in which he 
only won a single race. 

Shakey said: “Fairplay to Paul Bird. He has 
always wanted to take a team to the World 
Superbikes. I am a little disappointed not to be 
racing in that series. I had already agreed a 
deal with Airwaves Ducati so it came too late.” 

However, next season Byrne will be challeng¬ 
ing for the title after signing a deal with the for¬ 
mer championship-winning Ducati team. 

He will be joined by rising Ashford star, Leon 
Camier, for next year’s championship. 

Byrne said: “I hopefully won’t have to wait 
too long to race in the World Championship 
again, as Airwaves Ducati have ambitions of 
competing in the series in the near future. 

“I’m really looking forward to next season’s 
British Championship. I should be at the 
sharp end of the grid, challenging for wins on 
a bike that is meant to be great. The team are 
the most professional on the grid.” 

Byrne feels the British Championship has 
lost its edge, with the departure of former 
champion and Spanish rider Gregorio Lavilla 
to the World Superbikes arena. 

He said: “I am not really happy Lavilla is com¬ 
peting in the World Championship next season. 
It means there won’t be as many big names in 
the British Championship. The more experi¬ 
enced riders, the better the championship.” 

The 2008 British Superbike Championships 
begin at Brands Hatch on April 6. 

Addicks back after 
a lean spell 

FOOTBALL: Two victories in 
the space of four days have 
put Charlton Athletic’s 
season back on track, 
according to Addicks 
manager Alan Pardew. 

Two last-minute goals by 
Chris Iwelumo, playing 
through the pain of a 
broken hand, saw Charlton earn consecutive 
1-0 away wins against Southampton and 
Bristol City, prior to yesterday’s home 
meeting with Cardiff City. 

“Before we played Southampton. I could 
see in training there was a steely 
determination in the group to put things 
right,” said Pardew, who has arrested the 
slump that had seen his side lose its previous 
three games. 

‘We need to keep winning before we can 
look back and say those results were a blip, 
but we know we are a better side than we 
showed in those games.” 

He added: “I’m hoping Watford don’t run 
away with it, leaving one automatic spot for 
us all to chase, but things change and it’s 
always close. I’m sure it will go down to the 
last 10 days of the season, and hopefully 
Charlton will be up there.”

I’m learning 
every game I play and every training ses¬ 
sion. I’m having fun first and foremost and 
I’m a great believer that you have to enjoy 
what you are doing.” 

His record in the last few games has 
helped rejuvenate Gillingham, but it is the 
latest step on a remarkable journey that 
has seen the young striker shoot up the 
divisions in a very short time. 

Dickson began his senior career in the 
Kent leagues as a 17-year-old at Erith & 

Belvedere. Mike Acland managed the side 
when the teenager came up through the 
reserves, and remembers the impression 
the striker had on his squad.

Acland said: “I thought it was immediate¬ 
ly obvious he had a talent. I put him on a 
contract, that’s how good I thought he was. 

“Unfortunately we didn’t have enough 
players around him to make a good side so 
he was a bit of a lone ranger. I can’t praise 
him highly enough, it is great to see him 
doing so well.” 

After three seasons at Erith, Dickson 
moved to Dulwich Hamlet where he helped 
transform the side into Ryman Division 
One South promotion contenders. 

Scoring 31 goals in 35 games by March, 
he caught the eye of Premier League side 
Charlton Athletic. Martin Eede was 
Dulwich chairman at the time. 

He said: “He was an almost instant suc¬ 
cess, a veiy confident boy. He was a real live 
wire and he had a particular ability. 

“Really the money wasn’t the reason for 
letting him go. In effect it probably cost the 
club promotion, but we couldn’t hold some¬ 


one back when a Premiership club came in.” 

After training with Charlton and scoring 
twice in his first reserve game, Dickson 
moved to the South London club for an 
initial £35,000 - a Dulwich record. The club 
stands to make another £15,000 if he starts a 
league game for the Addicks’ first team. 

Despite moving up seven divisions in one 
move, Dickson had faith he could make it 
at the top level and is enjoying his success. 

He said: “Ability-wise, I knew once I 
settled into the pace it would all come 
together. I am naturally confident, I’m not 
a negative person at all. I am a strong 
believer that confidence can take you 
a long way. 

“A little while ago I used to sit with my 
brother and read the stories on Ceefax and 
now I am seeing stories about myself. It 
shows how quickly things can change if 
you work hard and get a bit of luck.” 

As Charlton slipped out of the top tier 
in May, Dickson was completing a 
scorching spell in the reserves, finishing 
with seven goals in six games. 

In August he made his debut for the 
first team, coming on as a substitute in a 
Carling Cup win against Swindon Town. 

A brief loan spell at Crewe followed, 
before joining Gillingham in September. 

Dickson hopes to extend his stay at 
Priestfield, but has not lost sight of 
where his ultimate loyalties lie.

He said: “I would like to play for the side 
that signed me, if and when I get the call to go 
back and get some goals to take them 
into the Premier League. While I am here 
at Gillingham, I want to help them get as far 
up the table at possible.” 

Dickson has come a long way in a short time, 
but revealed he strives for an opportunity on 
the international stage where he has an option 
to represent either Ghana, Jamaica or England. 

He said: “International honours are defi¬ 
nitely something I am interested in. 

“I think playing for Ghana is realistic and 
obviously the ultimate would be to go to 2010 
World Cup, it’s just whether I can push myself 
into the reckoning. The cherry is dangling - 
I just need to take a bite at it.” 
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
